Where hundreds were expected, thou- 
sands came, and this in spite of untoward weather 
conditions. Montreal folk surprised eren themselves, 
and the whole town is now talking of Its beautiful 
new track and swearing fealty to the thoroughbred. 
The clubhouse, which is larger than that at Sheeps- 
head, was crowded with the best people of eastern 
Canada. Its three balconies were not roomy enough 
to hold the fashionable throng, and after Tuncli 
had been served the big dining room, which runs 
full length of the second floor, had to be cleared 
for the guests. Vehicles of all kinds filled the five- 
acre inclosure and the chug-chug of automobiles 
imparted to the whole a metropolitan air. Out in 
the grandstand, which is not yet finished, the 
band of the Victoria Rifles, the best in 
Montreal, played its most enlivening airs to a 
crowd so large the Montreal Jockey Club is seriously 
considering the advisability of doubling the size 
of that structure before next June. 

The Hunt meet has been a great advertisement 
to the new track. Seven thousand people have seen 
the plant, and nearly 3.000 society folk have enjt^ed 
the comforts of its cltibhonse. General Manager 
MacDonald, of the street railway, who keeps a close 
watch on crowds, says he expects to have to handle 
.30,000 pa.ssengers on the opening day next year. 
Saturday next, the Foxhunters’ .\s.sociation, of 
Montreal will run their steeplechases at the new 
track. This is a French-Canadian organisation, 
and, although not much from a racing viewpoint, 
the attraction will be great. It is expected that 
10,000 persons will attend. Ma.vor Gkers will act 
as steward. ' 



Lust Four Races Are Run in Sloppy Going — Grandpa 
Falls at the First Jump and Mr. 

Hayes Is Knocked Out. 



Loni.sville, Ky.. October 9. — R was cold and dis- 
agreeable at Churchill Downs this afternoon, but 
the racing was snappy and interesting. Speculators 
found the selection of winners a task which re- 
sulted to the general benefit of the bookmakers. 
In the cases of Frontenac and Wexford, however, 
the bookmakers paid out heavily. Rome Respess , 
had four starters during the afternoon — Caper, Pos- 
ing. Martha Gorman and Judith Ix»uise — and the 
Cincinnati tnrman was laying up some little store 
of expectation that each might land a purse. 
Through mi.shaps of racing, and poor riding, how- 
ever, not one of them managed to land in front. 
In the first race C. Koerner lost one of hLs stirrups 
shortly after the start and the best Caper con Id do 
w’as a good third. Posing got away badly in the 
second and exhauste<l his early speed in an effort 
to Improve his position. This beat him. Martha 
Gorman, regarded as the best betting proposition 
of the day and hacked accordingly, was not ridden 
any too well by Xicol. She was away well enough, 
but was bothered in the early part of the Jonmey 
and Nlcol failed to keep her up close enough to 
Frontenac, the leader, evidently believing that the 
latter would stop. She made her usual game finish 
and landed In second place, beating Charlie East- 
man a bead. 

Respess rallied to Judith Louise, his commis- 
sion giving her a slight place of favorltsism over 
Sainrida and Light Wool. Tlie filly was pacemaker 
until inside the furlong when Sainrida and Light 
Wool closed »ip fast, the two of them Just beating 
her out in a tight fit. Xlie handicap was one of 
the best races of Its kind during the meeting. The 
Canadian contingent believed they had the race at 
their mercy with Wexford, bnt they bided their 
time until the price had gone to 7 to 1. Then they 
got busy, hammering the odds down to 4 to 1. 
Carrying 116 pounds and conceding weight to all 
his competitors. Wexford ran a notable race, forc- 
ing Hannibal Bey into subjection, then witbptand- 
ing the challenge of El Otros and winning easily. 
The time, li.TS*, lowers the track race record of 
1:40 previoiisly held by His Excellency.

The reason for this 
Is that Colonel Bob Neville thinks too much of her 
to race In this eomewli.at harrowing contest for 
young horses and prefers to save her for the 
Champion next year. 

‘‘I think it was the Harbor Hill that staled 
Herculoid,” said Colonel Neville. “I firmly be- 
lieve that if it hadn’t been for that he would have 
developed into the greatest Jumper this country 
h.as ever seen. Harp Player Is like him in many 
respects, ^nd I don’t see the necessity for spoiling 
her prospects.” Colonel Neville will [wobably start 
Mr. McCann In the Harbor Hill. This husky black 
gelding, by Contract — Lady Wooster, has shown 
gratifying speed and ability to Jump, and he should 
prove a strong contender in the big three-year-old 
race. 

Among the other horses which have come to 
grief in exercising over the stiff course are Mr. 
Cotton's St. Kavin and Thomas Hitchcock, Jr.’s 
Vendor. In spite of fhe falls they may perform well 
in the Harbor Hill. Vendor is Mr. Hitchcock’s 
hope in the race. Locked Out, from the same 
stable, may start, but their owner looks for Vendor 
to make the best showing. 

TTie Bonnie Brook Stable’s Alfar always schools 
almost perfectly, but it must he admitted that his 
racing has not been up to his work. Any one who 
saw him Saturday at Belmont, however, would 
select him as a favorite in the Champion. 

Jimmie Johnson’s three-year -old Realm, wa» given 
a satisfactory tryout. He Is a game youngster, 
and In his two races at Brighton ran and Jumped 
well. Johnson thinks he will win the Harbor Hill, 
but it must be confessed that one of Johnson’s most 
noticeable characteristics — one, however, that is 
to he strongly commended — Is that he always thinks 
he will win.

HOLSCHER TO BE ENTERED AT BENNINOB. 



A couple of years ago William Shields took a 
maiden caljed Ben Crockett to Betmings and won 
the -Maximum Stakes, three miles, the longest race 
of the eastern season, with him. Last season Ben 
Crockett, running under the colors of the Queen City 
Stable, of Canada, won the Maximum Stakes a sec- 
ond time, but not until he had taken the Wash- 
ington Cvip. two miles and a quarter, the best 
distance event of the Bennlngs fall session. 

Now that Holscher has won the Brighton Cup, 
showing that there is more in him than the experts 
were willing to admit a little while back. Shields 
is determined to try for the Maximum and the 
Washington Cup with him this fall. Also Holscher 
will be name<l for the Benninga .Special, a race of 
one mile and .a half, for three-year-olds and over. 

“Entering this hor.se at Bennlngs is well worth 
while,” says young Shields, “because he is a Ijelter 
horse than Ben Crockett ever was. He can tun 
faster that Ben and he can go farther. 1 did not 
take a foolish chance when I bought the right to 
race him in the Brighton Cup. I lielieved he had 
better than an outside chance, because he had 
shown me in races and in work that ho liked a 
distance of ground. I knew that he was ready, 
and I felt that if either Proper or the mare 
Slopped in front he would bent them. Holscher 
always runs well for Noone. Why, I cannot tell. 
Neither can anyone else. He seems to understand 
iny boy, and the boy knows him better than any of 
the alleged star riders 1 have put on his hack.”

will weigh fully l.HXl pounds. Merry Lark is 

too well known to need especial commendation. He 
was a high class stake winner, a sturdy racehorse 
and a horse of the conformation to Improve the 
tireed of liorses in the state of New York. Some 
queries have been recelvetl by the Breeding Bureau 
of the .lockey Club as to soundness of tlie stallions 
placetl by them. It Is pertinent to say that no 
horse has lieen placed by the Breeding Bureau that 
j-Kissesses any iiossible hereditary unsoundne«s. Of 
course, tliese liorses in some Intnnces are not rac- 
ing sound, as very few horses that have been tried 
and raced are without some blemish, such as a 
Ivowed tendon, a wind puff or some injury. How- 
ever, with the care and rest they will receive on 
the farms these bleniislies will rapidly and en- 
tirely disappear. 

Six of the Breeding Bureau’s selections linve l>eeu 
exhibited at the agricnltural fairs of tlie state 
of New York, five having received first premiuius 
and one secoqd. All in all the Breeding Bureau 
of the Jockey Club has sncceetled beyond its most 
sanguine exiiectations and its future seems as- 
sured.
